Pho’ no Man living withes more warmly the Im- 
provement of the Scotch ano /rib Linnen than I de, 
yet I cannor agree thet we fhoud facrifife our whole 
Trade :o Hamburgh and other Ports of Germasy, in 
Complaifance to our Brethren of the North ano Weft, 
who in {uch Cafe would nwt tail ro make England pay 
what Rates they pleas’a tor this Manufacture. But 
this would be the teaft Evil attending fucb a Prohibi- 
tion of German Linnen as was intended by the Bill. 
If we deal wi. tne Inhabitants of Silefia, Saxony, Bo- 
bemia, and Poland, whence alone we have all the 
Lionens cali'a German Linaen, we muft b: contented 
to barter our Woollen and other Manufactures, our 
Eaft- India Commoditics, and the Growth of our Colo- 
nics, for their Lionens, for they have neither Bullion, 
nor other Commodities ; aud either we mult give up 
the whole Trade, or make our Rerurnsin fucii Goods 
as that extended Country affords. There is ftill ano- 
ther Confidcration which fhould incline us to let 
Things ftand as they are, at leaft till the Scotch and 
Jrifo MacufaGtures are more extenfive and improv’d 
than they are at prefent ; and that is, that we fhould 
lofe a very confiderable Branch of our Trade with 
the Spaniards ia America, which would inevitably fall 
into oiner Hands, “if the Draw-back on German Lin- 
nen wastaken off. °Tis a Truth not to be contro- 
verted, that moft of the German Linnen imported here, 
is difpos’d of in a certain Manner, which, except in 
fuch a Junéture as the prefent ought never to be re- 
vealed : Nor is it a Iefs known Truth, that this Lu- 
crative Trade would run into another Channel, if the 
Encourag: ment of the forefaid Draw-back were not 
given. The Sotch and Irih have all the Eocourage- 
ment they can reafonabiy defire; their Linnens pay 
no Duty here, and there is a greater Demand for 
them than they can fupply. Ir will be Time enough 
(@ sifcourage the German Linnens for good, when our 
Fellow-‘ubje&s fhall be able to fupply all our Wan's 
——For thefe tew Resfons, and many more which 
every intelligent Reader will naturally deduce from 
them, I hope it will appear, that the dropping the afore- 
faid Bill was fo far trom being a Crime, that it fhould 
be rather reckon’d one, if the Bill had pafs‘d. 

Another Omifion charg’d upon the Adminifration 
is, that the Probibition of the Wear of Eaft India Goods is 
not extended to Ircia- d and or Plantations, 

Trade is in its Nature tree, finds its own Channel, 
and beft direfteth its own Courf: ; ali Laws to limit 
or circumfcribe ic may ferve rhe En<s of particular 
Perfons, but are feldam of publick U:uiry. IL have 
been and am ftill one of very many that apprebend 
that the Prohibition of Eaf India Goods, even as i 
ftands at prefent, is not only injurious to the Company 
in patticular, and an Encouragement ¢» our Forcign 
Rivals, but effenriaily injurious to the Staple, that is 
the Wooilen Manufacture, of this Kingdom: And 
therefore am fo far from thinking it an Omiffion not to 
have extended the Probibition, that I rather think it 
one not to have repeal’d the Law by which ic fubfilts. 

Laws to compel the ——_ of fome Commo- 
dities, and prohibit the Ufe of others, may be of ufe 
where Trade is forc'd or attificial ; but fo free Coun- 
trier, inclin’d by Geniut, and adapted to it by Si:ua- 
tion, fuch Laws are necdlefs, they are unnatural, and 
can never have any Eff:& conducive of the Pubiick 
Good. For this Reafon I have often wonder’d upon 
what Motive the Legiflature proceeded in the AG 
for burying if Woollen. It occafions indeed a Con- 
fumption of Wool, but fuch a Confumprtion as pro- 
duces no manner of Advantage to the Nation in g-nc- 
ral. Were it not demonftrably more advantageous 
that this Wool manufaétured were exported, patd for, 
and wore by the Living abroad, than laid in che Earth 
here at home? And were it not better that the Com- 
mon People, the great National Confumers, fhould 
be bury'd as formerly in an old Sheet, or other ulelefs 
Piece of Lionen, than in fo much new Wool, which 
is thereby utterly loft? The narural Way of promore- 
ing the Woollen Manufs€ture is, not to force “is 
Confumption ar home, but to contrive that ic may be 
made fo cheap as to command Foreign Markets. Wha 
is confumn'd at home of dur own Maontature never en- 
riches the Nation in general , but what gocs off abroad

is a clear and certain Profit ; therefore it is out Inte” 
reft that our Home Confumption be of a cheap, foreign 
Growth, and that our own dearer Manufactures be 
confum’d by Foreigners. The prime Coft of Jndia 
Stuffs, fut as were worn before the Prohibition, was 
not a Fourth Part of what our own Stuffs Mand in; it 
then the Exportarion of our own Manutaétures would 
be increas’d by the Uie of India Stuffs, and that it is 
decreas’d by the Prohibition, however Particulas 
may have gain’d by the Difule of /ndia Stuffs, we are 
Lofers on the general Account, For Inflance, 

Suppofe that for 100,000]. fent to Jndia we fhould 
make a Return of fuch Goods as might be worn here 
inflead of our own Manufaétures co the Va'ue of * 
400,000 |. (a moderate Computation) ‘tis plain that 
the Nation would thereby gain 300,0001. annually ; 
fince i¢ cannot be deny’d tha: the Home Manufactures 
ufed inftead of the /ndia ftand us at leaft ia 300,0¢0 1. 
annually, and thar our Exportation would be fo much 
the more increas’d as our own Confumprion decreas’d. 
Again ; if 100,0001. prime Coft to India purc!afe fo 
many Goods as fland in the Stcad and fupply the Room 
of 400,020 1. of our own Manufactures, the Probibi- 
tion can never be advantageous ; fince ‘tis an un- 
doubted Truth, that 400,0001. worth of our native 
Goods fold abroad adds more to the Nation's gcneral 
Stock and Wealth, than Forty Aéillions worth of our 
Home Produ& confum'd in the Kingdom. If we 
examine the true Reafon of the great Wealrb of Hol- 
land, ic will be found to arife chi fly from this Piu- 
gality, of confuming at home what is cheap or comes 
cheaply, and carrying abroad what is rich and will yield 
moft Money. However injurious this Probibitivm jy to 
our Manufactures and to the Company, I don’t expe@ 
to fee it taken off, till Gentlemen turn their Thoughts 
mor¢ upon the general State of our Commerce, than 
upon oppofing the Mcafures «f their Princes, and de- 
prcsiotne the Condu& of his Minifters. Bur ‘tis to 

hop'd, till thofe happy Days come, thar the true 
Friends of the Kingdom will never think i. an Omif- 
fion, not to have exended the Prohibition 

The Author charges it as an Omiffion upon the 
M——r, that the Turkey Company is not disfranchis'd, 
and theie Tvade laid open It he had fhewn us that the 
Diffolution of the Company would contribue to an 
Increafe of our Exports to Turkey, he would prove 
fomething ; but without offcring any thing like it, to 
exclaim againft a Genleman for not doing what would 
be a flagrant Injuftice to attempt, is fure fuch a Pre- 
fumption a¢ no mod-ft Man would care to be purity 
of. I fanfy this Wrirer does not know rhat «ny Mer- 
chant or other Perfon may be of the Turkey Company 
that will, at a trifling Expence of a very few Pounds, 
and may trade as largely as he pleafes to tie Turkib 
Dominions. This being true, I weu'd b- giad to 
know how the Trade would b= mended by Jasing ic 
as open at he feems to contend for, to thofe not at all 
vers'd in it? 

Acother Artic'e of Omiffion in this Wri er’s Cara- 
logue is, that the r kas mot encouraged the 
Growth and Manufatture of Madder in this Country In 
fome future Paper one may fuppofe, from this Author's 
extraordinary Zeal, that the fame M——r will be 
charg’d with omitting to encourage the Growth of 
Mace and Nutmegs. Sure I am, chat the Jaricr wil 
be as well founded as the former. In regard to this 
Commodity, Madder, the Legiflature has already en- 
couraged the Importation of it as far as poffible, b 
taking off all Dutics whatlorver, as hat been of aff 
other forcign Ingredients ufed in our Woollen Manu- 
fa€ture ; bur whether a M——<«r fingly, or in Con- 
junction. with the King, Lords and Commons, can 
oblige our flubborn £nzlijb Soil to produce all foreign 
Roots, Weeds, Flowers, Berries and Fruirs, is more 
thas I dare affirm, or I belicve any one elfe, except 
the Champion, to whom nothing feems impoffible.
